Stereo Audio/Video Selector 

Your RadioShack AudioA/ideo Selector lets you connect 
multiple signal sources to a TV, VCR, or audio compo- 
nent that has a single input. With your audio/video selec- 
tor, you can change sources with the push of one of the 
selector buttons. 


Use a stereo audio/video cable to connect the selector’s 
output jacks to a TV or VCR’s input jacks. 

Note: For best performance, use high-quality audio/video 
cables. Do not use audio cables for video. 


FEATURES 

Four Audio/Video Inputs — let you connect four audio/ 
video components. 

One Audio/Video Output — lets you connect the four 
sources to a TV or stereo VCR. 

Standard RCA-Type Phono Connectors — make 
connections simple. 


CONNECTIONS 

Connect up to four audio/video components to the selec- 
tor’s input jacks using stereo audio/video cable. Match 
the component’s audio/video output jacks to the corre- 
sponding jacks on the selector’s back panel. 

The selector’s color-coded jacks make it easy to connect 
components to the selector. Yellow jacks are for video. 
Red jacks are for right audio. White jacks are for left 
audio. 

Note: The selector is designed for connecting stereo 
audio/video components. If your component is monaural, 
you can connect it to either the left or right audio jack, but 
this will give you a single-channel output. To get both 
right- and left-channel audio, use an audio Y-adapter 
(available at your local RadioShack store) to connect the 
right and left audio inputs together; then connect the 
other end of the Y-adapter to your monaural component’s 
audio output jack. 

Place a small label below each of the selector’s front 
panel buttons to identify the component that you 
connected to the set of input jacks with the same number. 



OPERATION 

Before using the selector, check all connections. 

Turn on the component you wish to operate. Then press 
the labeled selector button to choose that component. 

Use the component’s controls to operate it as usual. 


CARE 

To enjoy your selector for a long time: 

• Keep the selector dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. 

• Use and store the selector only in normal tempera- 
ture environments. 

• Handle the selector gently and carefully. Do not drop 
it. 

• Keep the selector away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the selector with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the selector’s internal 
components can cause a malfunction and invalidate its 
warranty. If your selector is not performing as it should, 
take it to your local RadioShack store for assistance.

Repaired or replaced parts and products are warranted for the remainder of the 
original warranty period. You will be charged for repair or replacement of the product made after the 
expiration of the warranty period.
